The beginning of tbe term waa the

years. With a splendid new bouse, 
s new sjatea, and new Inteieet man- 
IfMted on every band, the beginning 
of the term was full of promises. 
Tbe end found tbe promises realized 
and the oloslag eseroiaea of the 
sohool attiaoted far greater attentio n 
than the opening ceremonies. 

As this was tbe first term there 
were no gradaatea from the hi^h 
■ehool department of the iaetitntion. 

No pupils have had time to conipU te 
the oouru, but tbe ecbool laws of 
tbe State provide (or gradnation in 
the coiiniioii school branches, and as 
a commou school education is the 
foundation of all otbere, the teachers 
doterniini'd to nmke this the central 
feature of tbe term, and a number of 
the boy* and girla have been working 
earncslly with that in view. The 
Statu lioard of Kducatiou, upon the 
nqneit of the teaohere and tlie coun- 
ty superintendent, gave the school a 
apecial list of questions and appoint- 
ed apeoial daya for holding the ex- 
nminntioii. The county bo\rd of 
examiners were two days in ezamin. 
Ing the oltee, and the qneetions pre. 
pared iind fiiiniHlicd liy tlie State 
Board it is said were more ditUcull 
-than thuee ordinarily aeat oot for the 
teachers examination. Besides the

AcroMtothe northwest there lay 
beautiful lands, with a climate not 

unlike hie birthplace, an insular cli- 
mate and a fertile soil made living 
pleaeant and easy by a little labor. 
Tho Mediterranean 1 aviiig the liiOiee 
of this country, ati'ordiug compieroe 
with all the eountriee to the Weet and 
East, and while the OOUntry was not 
liniitlestt iu area, it was broader than 
the narrow valleys they then occu- 
pied, and so the Southern peninsula 
of Europe was settled, and the great 
empba ai Oiaasa aad Bobm waa 
bam. 

Greece was to develop man in the 
arts and ineutHl cultnia, that has 
shown down through ages, a glory to 
her and a shame to the rest of the 
world. There in Europe, in Oreeoe, 
the first free government was recorded 
hy history. But its development was 
given to die seven hilled city of Ita- 
ly, Borne. Home became tbe first 
great goTerament 

Tbeee higher developments of man 
in government and thought could 
have only oome to a people of Europe 
Her climate fitted her for a pleasant 
abode of man. - Her valleys were as 
rose gardens and the peninanlars Jut- 
ting o'lt into the Kcas aud oceniiB ar- 
rested man's progress aud causeil him 
to stop and exchange opinions with 
his neighbor of the country near. 

But the rugKed Alps would keep 
the people of Fraaos, Spain aad Italy 
from Laving roudt iatanOBlM with 
each other. That ia, thsj oonJd nev- 
er aaaas dieamtlvee into one vast em 
pire or nation; and thus it was that 
Europe could develop man but could 
not furnish him a domain consistent 
with his high inUUsolBal atuia* 
meuts.

Across the Wsstem sea Columbus 

pushed the prow of his Bhi]) into the 
setting sun and the land had been 
found. A land of high mountains 
but with braadar plains than had be- 
fore been ssen. Plains upon which 
the cereals would flourish as had not 
been witnessed before, capable of 
supporting a population vast Indeed, 
and upon being furnished themselves, 
coulid supply the rest of the world. 

The difltaaaee fai sorfhee and climate 
are sufficient in North America to 
create diversity in industries and in 
prodnels, bat are aet marked enough 
to give rise to entirely different modes 
of living, 09 had the other continents, 
creating thsiebjr antagonistic interests 
Whatever nature hu withheld from 
one part of North America's domain, 
she has supplied its absence by giving 
Something Jnst as useAil; the ^>eat 
Booth is givea to cotton raising, and 
lacks minerals and ofttimes food sup 
pllea; there are oooatlsas aorea of 



wheat and corn growing in ths central 
Btatee and mountains of useful mine- 
rals in the wsatand east to su^ly this 
demaad. 

And what with all this and the 
great 'nternal water ways, and -the 
oceaus lying all aboat, and the nnsal- 

ted seas within affondiug the best and 
cheapest facilities in tbe world for 
the oommnnication ot man with lis 
fellow man. North America seejps 
to l>e tavore<l above all continents ti 
perform the mission for which the 
parts of the earth was fashioned for 
the use of msn and for the glory ot 
God, and man has taken advantage of 
this too, for has he not here in a few 
years ti^ken stepe in oiyil md religions 
progress that had not been dreamed of 
in tho preceding thousand. And 
through these late years the east has 

been paying tribute to the weft in 
greatness, and tbe west bos turned its 
eyes towards North Ameika aa it

Clay and Webster. 

Thisday has often been deoried as 

one produoing no eminent Mtatesraen, 
and compared with those days of Clay 
and Webeter in whieh publio oflke 
was truly consideiad a public trust, 
anil not as today, a public snap; we 
lia%'e every reason to think that the 

day of mighty, honest statsswanship 

iti passed. 

But whatever may be the future 
history of America or her fate, if her 
history be given to the posterity of 
fhture ages to read, there will be two 
characters portrayed therein that shall 
proclaim that Amerioa has aariabed 
till' uurM of oratory, patriotism aad 
btatesiuanship. 

Olay and Webster had their origin 
luring the stormiest days of tho Rev- 
olutionary period, It wan til tin;,' that 
they who dwuld battle so valiantly 
for the young Republic should lie 
born with it, grow as it grew, and 
and reach their promise of manhood 
just as It was coming out to choose 
its career in nation lifik 

In 1777 Clay was bom of humble 
parentage, in Hanover county, Va. , 
and just five years after, in SsUsbury, 
N. II., Daniel Wi bstvr was bom tO 
poor but honest parentage. 

One bum a puritan, the other from 
the chivalric State of Virginia, both 
destined to meet in tbe balls of Con- 
gress with like political Ihith, and hat- 
tie like David for the same great 
cause- The poor, hone«t, industrious 
lad of today can remember that the

boyhood of b 
was not unlike his. 

(.'lay had griui jioverty to walk with 
laily, aud those days of liis youth 
were bright indeed that lent him 
dreams of futun; bucccrh. No school 
to attend, books few and dear iu price, 
the son of a poor widow and he the 
ildrst boy and ntafl' of her life, surely 
it hceius poor surroundings for genius 
to find an abiding place. True it is, 
Webster at the age of 14 was by clos- 
est economy and noblest saoriflce of 
bis parents, who saw in him as they 
thought the germs of promise, allow- 
ed to attend college, but his life ba> 
fore was was as any other country 
lad's; working on tbe farm in summer 
and attending edio<d in winter mada 
up tbe sum of his boyhood days. 

And had he not shown himself wor- 
thy, aad iadustrlons, aad so preeoei- 
ous at times as to turn the tables on 
his country schoolmaster, aod teach 
bint instead of peing teught, be 
would never hayp rMCbed Dartmouth 
College, wbene^ I ho graduated at the 
age ot 17 

Clay dropped into studying law 
from association and inclination, and 
not that any natural talent bad ever 
been found in him. He was of a re- 
tieent natnre, even to timidity; hot 
there were fires of oratory hid beneath 
that calm exterior which needed but 
ontortnnlty to eeeape aad light tho 

world with elocjuenc", 

But nature, at au early date, had 
marked out Daniel Webstar^ 
tion in life. In face, form and voice 
she had done her most for him; aud 
in after years, those who heard that 
voice take the intonations of bell- 
chimes, and saw that face light up 
with a glow that seemed half divine, 
laid it was but a counterpart of the 
bui, 

Webster, bke Ohty, saw fit to cast 



Strangerp, and grow up in the love of 
another State other than his own, It 
Was only a little while before their 
adopted States diaoovered their worth 
ahd began heaping honors upon them 
Kentucky and the county of Fayetto 
sent young Clay to the Ijegialative 
balls, and returned him again until 
the death of one of her United States 
itoatort taking pbMe, heedless of the 
fkct that the V. S. Constitution cays 
"a Senator must be 30 years old," she 
placed her highest honors upon young 
Clay of 20 and sent him to the halls 
of Congress. There he became ac- 
qusinted ,with a yonag Whig from 
Massaohiptto by tha aama of Web- 
eter. 

Soon these sons of Massachusetts 
and Kentucky became leaders. Clay's 
term in the Senate expiring he was 
elected to Congress in I'sll, and in 
turn was electeJ Speaker of tbe House 
and BO graced the ])osition that he was 
kept there [until his election to tlie 
United States Senate took him from 
the lower hooee. 

Here now we see him mounting that 
eminence in position ami love ot his 
country that made him the most maf • 
netie, niagniReent spectacle seen in 
American history to the dale of his 
death. 

Was there ever a man whose life 
was spent rnainly iu civil affairs be- 
come such a popular leader and he'o 
as he? AVas there a lime when the 
country seemed to be so dormant tbat 
they look ii" notice ol' tyranny'rt in- 
sults, as in It was the voice of 
Clav which aroused them to action, 

liuA tn vi( tcry. Wan there a time 
when the peace of the country wa.'S 
disturbed and ita very life threatened 
by the agitation of r-lavery, an in IM'JO 
and 1H50? It WHS the presence of 
t lay, with words of wisdom and jieace 
upon the (l >or of Congress, which 
brought the placid laliu to the govern- 
meutal afi'airo, as was bn nght to the 
turbulent waters of Qallllee by tbe 
blessed Chritt. 

Clay's inlluenco OS 'a SagOaiid oid- 

tor woulil have lieen scant had it not 

lieen heightened by his electric prcH- 
encc. 

But not so with Webster. He ha*l 
not that remarkable following of Mr. 

Clay; but the nation siu.n le arned to 
bow its head in reverence when he 
s|).i€e, but with diMt lipe, Ibr it was 
il' an inspired iirnjdiotii' soul was pas- 
sing sentence upon the state of the 
Union. 

Oh, sirs, history furiiislics no paral- 
lel to the scene in the United States 
St nate January IH.'iO. A danger- 
ous doctrine had been advocated by 
Hayues of South Carolina; if it was 
true the I'nioii was a farce and exist- 
ed only in name. Who was it now 
that would come up and champion 
theoauseof an inherent I'nion; one 
man alone was able, for Providence 
had fitted him Ibr it, and the world 
knows how well Webster rang out 
those words, "Liberty and union, now 
aad (brevar, oae and ineeperaUe." 
And the result is it can be lenil in the 
preserved flsgof America, uol a stripe 
•need nor a ringia star obaonred. 

Webster and Clay, what heroes! 
never to reach tbe highest honors in 
their nation's gifte. But those shafts 
which rise so high in Lexington cem- 
etery, and that which bears the name, 
Daniel Webster, at Mavdifleld, N. H. 
declares that two oonuaMlwealths 
proudly claim each. 

A bereaved nation mourned at the 
announcement of their deaths, and 
history shall cherish thuni among 
thoce choicer spirits that ^hall live 
tbe ages through to fire modeat worth 
to noblest ends.

The eaneet desire of the mi^rity, 
and the need of all the people at pre- 
sent IS, that this wroBg be righted, 
and silver be restored to lis onoe hon- 
ored and r sa p e e ts d position ot heinga 
joint standard with gold.

Of the importance of the financial 
questioB I need aot speak. It is one 

certainly worthy of our investigation. 
It is now being discussed by all classes 
of BMB, flromthe iHsest ot the wise 
to the "hewers of wood and drawers 
of water." It is one which is not ab- 
struse in its nature unless clouded by 
tho sophistry of tbe political dema- 
gogue, whose business it is to show 
that this problem can only be worked 
out by tbe banker and the persons of 
that particular section of the country 
whose main business is the shaving of 
notes and the clipping of coupons. 

That the financial condition of this 
country at present is in a very deplo- 
rable atate is readily seen. We are 
now suffering fVom a money panic the 
worst the world has ever known, tho 
most torrihto tbat ever weakened com- 
merce Jaad wrung graaaa horn the 
poor. Our country has taken another 
dose oi bends firom Dr. England, aud 
has heea akla to hrsathaa Uttle bettor 
hero of lato. But it will never recov- 
er ilii wonted vigor or its prestine glo- 
ry in the financial world until enough 
manhood is found in the body politic 
to right the greet wrong oooosioned 
by the lack of manhood in council, 
whieh permitted the people to be dia- 
poaseassd of thsir nwm^, aad also the

1x7;!, when silver was strurk down 
from its honest, honored place, diil it 
cease to bring oonifort aud Messing to 
tlie people of our laud. 

Is this true? ifso the question eomee 
\iliy was silver treated thus? The 
gold men who did it say overprodiK^ 
tion, that overproduetion which caus- 
ed its valu<> to <Ki'line until it had 
ceased to be a valuable metal. They 
also say that nature waa beeoming so 
prolifie in her yield of the white met- 
al that they were compelled to close 
their mints to iu freeooinage, or else 
have an inllated eurreney. 

But hang your head, oh.histiee, 
and Troth dessrt the temple of our 
goTerament, when such explanations 
are heard for this act. Ovei produc- 
tion is not aud was not ajtparent at 
the time of the demonetization of sil- 
ver. For when the curtain last went 
down on nn honest money in this laud 
silver at tl.U3 sat proudly upon a 
high throne of supremacy, while gold 
sat j ust below her. 

Why with all tbe silver we had be- 
fore the war, and all coined by tha 
Bland act of 1878. and the Sherman 
act of 1890, still all tho silver availa- 
ble aa money is 92.50 per capita, and 
that of gold is 92.50; by this you see 
there is great room for a much greater 
pnxhiction and silver Still remain a 
valuable metal. 

Again, they say it was flrom the 
riueluatini; tendencies of silver tbat 
caused it to be token from ita free 
coinage position. No greater fhlse- 
hood was ever fashioind for more ig- 
noble reasons than Uiat. For Irom 
1892 to 1878 no notioeaMe ehange in 
the price of silver was noticed in the 
Engli-^h market. No, the fluctuations 
and its debased condition has all come 
from this. England demonetized sil- 
ver in IHU), an<l in 1M7I the Kraueo- 
I'russiiin war eomiii;; on, (lerniany 
bringing France to her feet demamled 
of her one billion francs to be paya- 
ble in gold; she thereby becoming a 
creditor nation she changed her basis 
firom a silver to a gold one. This in 
a short time was followed by the Latin 
union. But still silver sat an honored 
gueet in the exchanges of the world. 
Why'' BecauKe America, gathering 
the wealth of nations in her harbors 
and her matehless cities, aad whiten- 
ing the ocean with her canvass was 
still a friend to the white metal. 

But lo! a .Iiidiis ci'e])t into our leg- 
islative halls, and under disguise in- 
troduced and passed a bill whose sole 
aim was to sell the American money 
system to tbe Rothschilds ot Lond >n 
and the gold bugs of Wall street. A 
bill passed so covertly that the Presi- 
dent who signed it afterwards ac- 
knowledged that lie did not know he 
had signed such a bill, and thanks to 
the heroic warrior, he said be would 
not have signed it had he but known. 
A bill that placed us in line with the 
money lending nations iu robbing the 
poor, when in fact we were a pauper 
nation ourselves; a bill that said to 
the people of America, England can 
not conquer you with bulleta but she 
has bought your liberties with gold; a 
bill that struck tbe value of every sil- 
ver coin from its face to ito bullion 
vslue, thereby affecting every poor 
fellow that held a piece of that coin. 
Do you not sse, my friends, what has 
debssed rflver? no fault of silver, 
truly. 

I kava not diasassed these asatters 

as a political economist might; but 
yet have I not shown you that silver 
has always phiysd ita part in bringing 
happiness and prosperity to the Ame- 
rican popuUce, OS long as it was per- 
mitted to do so. In so doing, have I 
not pointed you to a solution of the 
qusstion, kow toiaarsaas oar moneyed 
iataiasto and to make our financial 

?retsm a stronger and a fhirer one. 
RIB SiLVKH, a restitution of silver 
to ita rightful place, is all that the 
finaaeial system of this country now

The United Btatee at present is, 

unit of area, the grandest to be Seen 
among the nations of the earth; tou 
ching both oceans, extending from 
North to South, enibracjng three 
/ones, composed of forty-four States, 
many in tiiemsslvee greater than the 
Roman F!nipire proper when at the 
summit of its glory, surely we as 
Americans should be satisfied with 
this present America of ours; and yet 
there is a natural avarice which some 
people p )8sess, a land hunger we may 
call it, which would make them glad 
to see this nation attempt to exton<l 
her present limits, although it had to 
be done at the expenae of much blood 
and tkaleasof' onr 'aatloBrt boaor; 

all of which the annexation of Cana- 
da would cost, as no one can deny. 
Great Britain and Amerioa possess 

much in ccjnimon; botli of the same 
blood, two of tbe greatest pillars of 
English stock, although they have met 
twice in war, the friendliest relation 
exists between them now; and why 
for petty greed or avarice should we 
so far forget the teachings of our

bined, we would have the greatest 
aud grandest domain on which the 
sun shines. 

The Dominion of Canada and tie 
I iiited States are separated only by 
an imaginary line and the great lakes, 
They are peopled by races of similar, 
if not the same characteristics: ooth 
; crple are liberty loving and |)atri()t- 
ic; and to promote the general wel- 
fare of both countries, I ny nothing 
better could be done than to form a 
uuion between these, the two great 
powers of America. The interaat of 
our country is and siiould be the in* 
tei est of another when they live so 
close together, and have such strong 
■onnrcting links as have those two 
couiitriep. The people of Canada and 
the I nited States are bound together 
liy strong ties of friendship, as was 
shown many years ago, when the 
"Fenian Affair" created so BOeh ex 
cilement in this country. 

If < 'anada and the I'liited States 
were one country and one poWW, they 
wouhi be much stronger in resources 
^nd much mora independent of (breign 
nations than they are. With the ex- 
haustlrss agricultural and mineral 
Buppliea ot the United States and the 
abuudai t fi-lieries and furs of Canada 
they would be the great storehouse of 
the world. Canada should be annex- 
ed to the I'liitei! States not only for 
mutual berelit jiuJ greater welfare of 
both couutritMi, but because they nat- 
urally beloni; to},'etli( r; for they are 
one grand division, one iaiiil, one peo- 
ple, and they should be one nation. 

As I have said before, the greater 
the territory a nation has, the greater 
the nation. Our couutry hns a splen- 
did area yet, as the great James G, 
Blaine jtredleted, "The time reuct 
surely come w in n, uuo to iiie man- 
dates of destiny, the stars and stripes 
shall wave over a Union strong and 
happy, reaching frctn Heliring strait 
on the north to Cupe Horn on the 
louth." Canada has often shown a 
desire to lirik her fortunes with our", 
riie West iliey recognize is not con- 
'.,'enial to the principles of monarchy, 
and lo stem this tide of feeling of ro- 
publicanism and love of liberty in the 
West, one might a-i well attempt to 
'ttauncb the flow of their mighty riv- 
ers as they run so idly to the tea. Ca- 
liada has time and again manifested a 
-pirit lo throw off the English rule. 
She rcalisee that with Engknd she 
)i IS nothing in eonuDon and with us 
much. 

They toll us that the annexation of 

Canada would caii.se war with Eng- 
land, aud in this age of progression 
war would be the bloodiest of history. 

But I say that Englaml knows only 
too well it would bo but lots of time 

and spilling of blood for nothing. She' this work; ho would be glad to havo a 
knows it would be useless and would ' 
not try to prevent it. England tried 
to prevent the American colonies for 
throwing ofi' lier rule, but all iu vain; 
she would never try to prevent a un- 
1 111 between tliese two great jiowers; | 
so there can be no fear from that 
source. 

Then lot us Imiie it may come with- 
out any single murmur of sorrow, or 
sound of national confliot when Ame- 
rica shall mean one government, one 
leople, one purpose, clasped iug<itber 
in no stronger union, between the 
frosen sea of the Arctic yonder and 
the .Aatarotic yonder, thau by mutual 
lovaaad weUhn.

That is what brings eiiemio«. and 
so it did to him. New York had u 
gifted son, Aaron Burr by name. He 
lind d-scended from t'le learned IM 
wards family, and was by nature a 
genius and the most polished man 
New York had. Ibit he could brook 
no rival. He brooded with a jealous 
eye over all of Hamilton's successes. 
He was an auti-Federalist mainly be 
cause Haiuiltou was a Fe<lrralist than 
from principle. Hamilton was boM, 
gentle, fearless. He knew Burr and 
that he waa not what he seemed to be. 
And when, in 1H04 Burr was a can- 
didate for Vice President, as he had 
l)efore been fbr President, Alexander 
Ilamiltnn ojipiiMMl liim and his influ- 
ence lost Buir New York. 

He thought all wm loat to him, and 
in his foolish passion bp sent II,\niil- 
j ton a challenge to meet him at Wee- 
bawken. New York, .July 11, 1804. 
They went and with pistols at twenty 
paces jtroceeded to shoot out their 
hate. But Ilamiltouhad no haie, hi 
was too great; he generously tired 
into the air when the signal was given 
and offeroit himself a .-aeiilRc to the 
cruel hate of Burr. Hamillou fell, 
and the nation heard, thought, and 
was indignant that they had aot seen 
the evil of dueling as clearly before. 
It was only a little time befbra many 
States jiasstd lawf against it. Public 
sentiment rajiidly changed, and al- 
though It was not done away with 
until ill the I'll's and later, yet duelist 
was 110 longer an houortd title. Al! 
the State Constitutions at the present 
time make it a felony of the worst 
sort either to challenge or carry a 
challenge to a person. 

All this in a measure is a tide of 
disapproval that haa rollad down 
from the death cry of Akxander 
Hamilton. 1
